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Society Hill is the section of Old Phila- 
delphia directly south and east of the 
Independence Hall section. Pur- 
chased from William Penn in 1683 by 
the Free Society of Traders, it was 
Philadelphia's fashionable residential 
area even before the Revolution. 



Such famous families as the Powels, 
Girards, Shippens and Wistars estab- 
lished an elegant way of life here in 
houses still standing today. Well over 
400 houses in Society Hill have been 
certified as "historic" by the Philadel- 
phia Historical Commission. 





The area is still rich today in historic 
landmarks such as St. Paul's Church, 
and Philadelphia Contributionship, 
the first fire insurance company, 
founded by Benjamin Franklin. It is 
steeped with the charm and tradition 
of Old Philadelphia when it was the 
first capital of the United States and 
the forerunner of Colonial culture.
